Rule 3745-112-03 Standards.
Effective: June 20, 2022

(A) Except as provided in rules 3745-112-04 and 3745-112-07 of the Administrative Code, no
person shall sell, supply, offer for sale, or manufacture for sale in the state of Ohio any consumer
product manufactured on or after the effective date in the following table that contains VOCsin
excess of the VOC content limits specified in the following table:

(B) No person shall sell, supply, offer for sale, or manufacture for sale in the state of Ohio any
antiperspirant or deodorant which contains any compound that has been identified by the CARB in
the "California Code of Regulations’, Title 17, division 3, chapter 1, subchapter 7, section 93000 as a
toxic air contaminant.

(C) Products that are diluted prior to use.

(1) For consumer products for which the label, packaging, or accompanying literature specifically
states that the product should be diluted with water or non-VOC solvent prior to use, the VOC
content limits specified in the table of this rule shall apply to the product only after the minimum
recommended dilution has taken place. For purposes of this rule, minimum recommended dilution
shall not include recommendations for incidental use of a concentrated product to deal with limited
special applications such as hard-to-remove soils or stains.

(2) For consumer products for which the label, packaging, or accompanying literature states that the
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product should be diluted with any VOC solvent prior to use, the VOC content limits specified in the
table of thisrule shall apply to the product only after the maximum recommended dilution has taken
place.

(D) Sell-through of products.

Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph (A) of thisrule, a consumer product manufactured prior
to each of the effective dates specified for that product in the table of standardsin thisrule may be
sold, supplied, or offered for sale after each of the specified effective dates. This does not apply to
any consumer product that does not display on the product container or package the date on which
the product was manufactured, or a code indicating such date, in accordance with paragraph (A) of
rule 3745-112-05 of the Administrative Code.

(E) Products registered under the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act.

For those consumer products that are registered under the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and
Rodenticide Act, the effective date of the VOC standards specified in the table of thisrule is one year
after the effective date specified in the table of standardsin thisrule.

(F) Requirements for charcoal lighter materials.

No person shall sell, supply, or offer for sale after January 1, 2009 any charcoal lighter material
product unless at the time of the transaction the manufacturer can demonstrate that the product has
been issued a currently effective certification by the CARB. This certification remainsin effect in the
state of Ohio aslong asthe CARB certification remainsin effect and the certification is approved by
the director. Any manufacturer claiming such a certification on thisbasis shall submit to the director
acopy of the certification decision (i.e., the executive order), including all conditions established by
CARB applicableto the certification.

(G) Requirements for aerosol adhesives.

(1) The standards for aerosol adhesives apply to all uses of aerosol adhesives, including consumer,
industrial, and commercia uses. Except as otherwise provided in rules 3745-112-04 and 3745-112-
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07 of the Administrative Code, no person shall sell, supply, offer for sale, use or manufacture for sale
in the state of Ohio any aerosol adhesive which, at the time of sale, use, or manufacture, contains
VOCsin excess of the limit specified in the table of thisrule.

(2) In order to qualify as a special purpose spray adhesive the product shall meet one or more of the
definitions specified in rule 3745-112-01 of the Administrative Code, but if the product label
indicates that the product is suitable for use on any substrate or application not listed in this
definition, then the product shall be classified as either a web spray adhesive or a mist spray
adhesive. If a product meets more than one of the definitions specified in rule 3745-112-01 of the
Administrative Code for a special purpose spray adhesive, and is not classified as aweb spray
adhesive or mist spray adhesive under this paragraph, then the VOC content limit for the product
shall be the lowest applicable VOC content limit specified in the table of thisrule.

(3) All aerosol adhesives shall comply with the labeling requirements specified in rule 3745-112-05
of the Administrative Code.

(H) Requirements for floor wax strippers.

No person shall sell, supply, offer for sale, or manufacture for use in Ohio any floor wax stripper
unless the following requirements are met:

(1) The label of each non-aerosol floor wax stripper shall specify adilution ratio for light or medium
build-up of polish that resultsin an as-used VOC concentration of three per cent, by weight, or less.

(2) If anon-aerosol floor wax stripper is also intended to be used for removal of heavy build-up of
polish, the label of that floor wax stripper shall specify adilution ratio for heavy build-up of polish

that resultsin an as-used VOC concentration of twelve per cent, by weight, or less.

(3) The terms light build-up, medium build-up or heavy build-up are not specifically required, as
long as comparable terminology is used.

(I Requirements for paint thinner and multi-purpose solvents.
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(1) Except as provided below, effective July 1, 2023, no person shall sell, supply, offer for sale, or
manufacture for use in Ohio any multi-purpose solvent or paint thinner that contains greater than one
per cent aromatic compound content by weight.

(2) Sell-through of products. Multi-purpose solvents and paint thinners that contain greater than one
per cent aromatic compound content by weight and were manufactured before July 1, 2023 may be
sold, supplied, or offered for sale until January 1, 2026, so long as that product complies with the

product dating requirements.

(3) Notifications for products sold during the sell-through period. Any person who sells or suppliesa
consumer product identified in this section shall notify the purchaser of the product in writing that
the sell-through period for that product will end on January 1, 2026, provided, however, this
notification shall be given only if both of the following conditions are met:

(a) The product is sold or supplied to a distributor or retailer.

(b) The product is sold or supplied on or after June 30, 2025.

(4) Additional requirements for multi-purpose solvent and paint thinner.

(a) From the effective date of this rule until January 1, 2024, no person shall sell, supply, offer for
sale, or manufacture for use in Ohio any flammable or extremely flammable multi-purpose solvent or
paint thinner named, on the principle display panel as paint thinner, multi-purpose solvent, clean-up

solvent, or paint clean-up.

(b) Paragraph (1)(4)(a) of thisrule does not apply to products that meet either of the following
criteria

(i) Products which include an attached hang tag, sticker, or contrasting square or rectangular area on
the principle display panel that displays, at a minimum, the following statementsin afont size as
large as, or larger than, the signal word (i.e., danger, warning, or caution) (not including the font size
used for the company name, brand name, or logo) as specified in title 16, Code of Federal
Regulations, section 1500.121: "Formulated to meet California VOC limits; see warnings on label".
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(i) Products where the principle display panel displays, in afont size as large as, or larger than, the
font size of all other words on the panel (not including the font size used for the company name,
brand name, or logo), the common name of the chemical compound (e.g., acetone, methyl acetate,
etc.) that results in the product meeting the criteriafor flammable or extremely flammable.

(c) For the purposes of this paragraph, a product is flammable or extremely flammable if it islabeled

as flammable or extremely flammable on the product container, or if the product meets the criteria
for these terms specified in title 16, Code of Federal Regulations, section 1500.3(c)(6).
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
